A rash of problems with 
crossing the railroad track at the 
end of North Down River Road 
has put the potential to lose the 


ability to snowmobile along the 


tracks in jeopardy. 

Sleds which have been cross- 
ing the tracks have damaged the 
tracks and have also packed 
snow between the rails, making 
ita hazard for a potential train 
derailment. 

“This kind of activity back 
there is just not acceptable,” said 
Rich Filley, the president of the 
AuSable Valley Snowmobile 
Association. “This doesn’t work 
for us and really doesn’t work 
for the railroad.” 

Lake States Railway and the 
Michigan 
Transportation (MDOT) have 
allowed sleds to travel along the 
railway, going from the Holiday 
Inn up to the north end of the 
Grayling Army Airfield, where 
the designated snowmobile 
crossing is located. 

Filley believes that local 
snawmobile operators ate caus- 
ing the problems by cutting

Plans for a $2 milhon addition 
at the St. Mary’s Church have 
been given the go ahead by 
Grayling City officials. 

The Grayling City Zoning 
Board of Appeals approved a 
variance and special use permit 
for the church expansion on 
Monday. The permits, which 
were approved by the Grayling 
City Planning Commission, 
were required because the origi- 
nal St. Mary’s Church was built 
in the 1950’s and predates the 
city’s zoning ordinances, 

Construction crews will begin 
to demolish and rebuild the 
church this spring. 

“Tt was more economical to 
start fresh than try to save a wall 
here and there,” said Rev. 
Robert W. Nalicy, the pastor for 
the St. Mary’s Church. 

The projects calls for expan- 
sion of the sanctuary, which will 
accommodate 500 people. 

In addition, multi purpose 
classrooms and offices will 
house a business office and con- 
ference room and space for 
Alcoholics Anonymous, 
Alanon, Habitat for Humanity, 
Catholic Human Services, and 
St. Vincent De Paul Society, an

The City of Grayling’s project 
to divert stormwater and pollu- 
tants from the AuSable River 
has been recognized as being for 


the birds and for much more, 


The city was awarded the 
Michigan Audubon Society's 
President’s Environmental 
Stewardship Award for the 
AuSable River Stormwater 
Retention Project at a ceremony 
held in Lansing on March 4. 

Later this year, the city will 
complete the first phase of a 
three phase project to retrofit the 
city’s storm sewers. 

Currently, stormwater, pollu- 
tants and trash go into the river 
through the city’s 12 storm sew- 
ers alter heavy rains and snow 
melts. 

After the project is completed, 
the storm water will run into 
rain gardens ~ landscaped wet- 
land which will naturally filter 
the water — retention basins and 
filters which will capture oil and 
trash from going into the river,

Proposal would allow snowmobiles on right-of-ways

Snowmobilers can look for- 
ward to navigating more freely 
across Northern Michigan if a 
proposal allowing them to travel 
along the right-of-way of 
Interstate 75 and other state high- 
ways becomes law. 

Rep. Matthew Gillard, D- 
Alpena, said he's confident that 
the current proposal’ will have 
more success than in the past. 

"The governor said she wanted 
to resolve the issuc," he said of a 
bill that died last year. "There 
were concerns about the way it 
was drafted." His intent is to 
promote the area's tourism busi- 
nesses and allow for better con- 
nection between snowmobile 
trails by way of the interstate. 


Gillard, along with co-spon- 
sors Rep. Gary McDowell, D- 
Rudyard, and Sen. Jason Allen, 
R-Traverse City, recently negoti- 
ated with the Michigan 
Department of Transportation 
(MDOT) on the rewording of the 
proposal to reflect their concerns. 

"We ‘hope that working with 
Rep, Gillard we can come up 
with language that addresses 
satety concerns and snowmo- 
biles can have access that is 
safe." said Ben Kohrman, com- 
munications director for MDOT. 

It was MDOT that convinced 
Gov. Jennifer Granholin to veio 
the previous bill due to motorist 
and snowmobile — safety con- 
cerns. 

Some Grayling residents are 
skeptical of the bill's potential 


benefit to their community, 

"I appreciate the representa- 
tive's efforts,” said Tim Zigila, 
president of the Grayling 
Chamber of Commerce. "But we 
have a lot of connectivity as it is. 
I don't know how much benefit 
it would have.” 


Pam Terry is the co-owner of 


Terry's Sports Center, the only 
snowmobile dealership in 
Grayling, and says her business 
wouldn't benefit from the 
change, 

"We're out of town and we get 
people who are coming in and 
out of the city, " said Terry. "I 
don't think it would affect busi- 
nesses a whole lot."

Wellington Farm Park receives $10,000 


Wellington Farm Park’s 
fundraising campaign to bring 
the historical Stittsville Church 
to the Park has received a 
$10,000 grant from the Charles J, 
Strosacker Foundation’ — in 
Midland.

Likewise, the inaugural 
AuSable Adventure Rally cele- 
brated motorcycles and those 
who love them, serving as 
Michigan’s regional camp and 
ride weekend, Both events will 
be repeated in 2005 with admis- 
sion proceeds — supporting 
Wellington’s continued efforts 
connected with the Stittsville 
Church. . 

Plans are currently being 


solidified to begin excavation on 
the site of the church’s new home 
at Wellington beginning in April, 
with the actual move tentatively 
planned in mid-May, 2005. 
Once the church arrives at the 
park, there is still plenty of work 
to be accomplished. Phase II of 
the fundraising campaign will 
then begin, focusing on the con- 
struction of an adjacent educa- 
tional/meeting facility and land- 
scaping of a tranquility garden to 
surround the church. The public 
will be able to tour the church 
during Wellington’s 2005 season, 
once it arrives and minor restora- 
lions are complete. 

“The arrival of the church will 
be a major event,” says Howard 
Taylor, President of Wellington 
Farm Park’s Board of Directors. 
“Tt would not have been possible 
without the help of an extremely 
dedicated and talented group of 
volunteers who have devoted 
countless hours to helping us 
realize the dream of getting the 
church to the park.”

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Change in motorcycle renewals 
means more time on the road 


Motorcyclists will find it even 
easier to renew their registrations 
thanks to a new law that changes 
the expiration from the fixed date 
of March 31 to the owner’s birth- 
day. 

Public Act 163 of 2004 took 
effect February J, 2005. Rep. 
Bill Huizenga, R-Zeeland, spon- 
sored the iegislation. 

“We're always looking for 
cost-effective ways to make it 
easicr to do business with the 
department, and the change in 
motorcycle registrations is a 
“win-win” for everyone,” 
Secretary of State Terri Lynn 
Land said. “This new law 
reduces the number of times 


motorcyclists interact’ with the 
department which means they 
can spend more time on the 
road.” 

Land explained that changing 
the expiration date to the birth- 
day valigns motorcycle...registra- 
tions with those of other private- 
ly owned vehicies, providing 
several benefits to the customer 
and the Department of State. It 
reduces the number of times cus- 
tomers must interact with the 


department, which means fewer 


people and faster service in 
branch offices. 

Most owners also will have 
only one date to remember for 
most vehicle renewals - their 


birthday. 

In addition, the change allows 
the department to consolidate the 
processing and mailing of vehi- 
cle and motorcycle renewals. 

This is the last year that all 
individually owned motorcycle 
registrations expire on March 31. 
To assist with the transition, fees 
will be prorated for this first 
renewal cycle based on the num- 
ber of months from April | to the 
owner’s birthday.

IRS has $74 million for Michiganians 
who have not filed 2001 tax returns 


Unclaimed refunds totaling 
nearly $74 million are awaiting 
about 61,000 Michiganians who 
failed to file an income tax return 
tor 2001, according to the 
Internal Revenue — Service. 
However, 1p order to collect the 
money, a return must be filed 
with the IRS no later than April 
15, 2005. 

"We estimate that half of those 
who could claim refunds would 
receive more than $522," said 
IRS Michigan spokesperson 
Sarah Wreford. ""In- some 


cases, Individuals had taxes with- 
held from their wages or made 
payments against their taxes out 
of self-employed carnings but 
had too litde income to require 


filing a tax return,” Wrelord said. 
"Some taxpayers may have sim- 
ply forgotten to file and some 


may also be cligible for the. 


refundable Earned Income Tax 
Credit," she said 

"The window is closing for 
2001 refunds," Wreford added. 
"As soon as taxpayers send us 
their tax returns, they'll get their 
money. But if they don't file, 
they won't get anything." 

In cases where a return was not 
filed, the law provides most tax- 
payers with a three-year window 
of opportunity to claim a refund. 
If no return is filed to claim the 
refund within three years, the 
money becomes property of the 
U.S. Treasury. For 2001 returns, 
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the window closes on April 15, 
2005. The law requires that the 
return be properly addressed, 
postmarked and mailed by that 
date. There is no penalty 
assessed by the IRS for filing a 
late return qualifying for a 
refund. 

The IRS reminds taxpayers 
seeking a 2001 refund that their 
checks will be held tf they have 
not filed tax returns for 2002 or 
2003, 

In addition, the refund will be 
applicd to any amounts. still 
owed to the IRS and may also be 
used to satisfy unpaid child sup- 
port or past due federal debts 
such as student loans. 

"By failing to file a return, 
individuals stand to lose more 
than refunds of taxes withheld or 
paid during 2001," said Wreford. 
"Many low-income workers may
